We remember very well—not a long 
time ago—when there was a loud out- 
cry for the emancipation of the women 
of Utah. Congress was u to pass 
a law specially enfranchising them ; 
and several members of Congress seri- 
ously entertained the idea. It was 
held that if the women of Utah were 
granted the suffrage they would quickly 
change the aspect of affairs ; for then, 
as now, the country was led to believe 
that a very differentcondition of things 
existed to that which actaally did 
exist here. This was one great 
ground for that plank in the Chicago 
platform of the Republican party, 
many of whom honestly believed in 
the a slavery of the women of 
Utah as much as in the slavery of the 
African race in the South; the so- 
called twin relics” being alike held 
to be in a state of involuntary servi- 
tude.

THE ARREST AND TRIAL OF PRESIDENT BRIGHAM YOUNG. 
CONTINUED FROM PAGE 714. 


Ox the morning of October 16, the Third District Court for the Territory of 
Utah again convened, when Major Hempstead, one of the counsel for the 
defence, announced to the court that the defendants in the case of the People 
vs. Brigham Young, sen., and in the case of the People vs. Daniel H. Welle, 
were present and ready to plead to the indictment. The indictment in the 
first named case was partially read, when, further reading being waived by 
the oounsel on both sides, the clerk of the court put the following question to 
President Young—‘‘ What say you, Brigham Young, guilty or not guilty?” 
„Not guilty,” was the response, delivered in a clear, decided tone, and with 
deliberation and dignity. The reading of the indictment against President 
Wells was waived, the title only being read, after which the question, - Guilty 
or not guilty,” was put to him, the reply also being, ‘‘ Not guilty.” 

The prosecuting attorney said the next thing in order was for the court to 
fix a day for these cases to go on trial, and he suggested that at some time in 
the future, a week, and as much longer as might be necessary, be devoted to 
criminal matters, to the entire exclusion of civil business, 

The court wished to hear what the counsel for the defence in the above 
named cases had to say to that, when Major Hempstead suggested that, in 
view of their magnitude, the circumstances surrounding them, the number of 
counts in the indictment, and the length of time the defence would require to 
prepare for the trials, that they be postponed until the next term of the 
court—in March 1872. Justice to themselves, to the defendants and to 
everything that surrounds them rendered this necessary. It was not unusual 
to ask for such continuance in cases of * and he did not think such 
a request out of place in these. 

The court thought it right that ample time for preparation be allowed. 
Counsel, however, were aware, that at the general request of the bar he had 
been in the habit of holding adjourned terms of the court, and without deciding 
at present for or against the application for the continuance until the next

trial in a manner Satisfactory and s0 as to accommodate the counsel on both 
sides.

It is quite unnecessary for us, in the 
view of this matter which we mean to 
nt, to invoke or to explain the 
octrine that used to be called squat- 
ter sovereignty,” which was only a 
vague and ill understood application 
of the great right of self-government 
to the collections of settlers on the na- 
tional domain.

at so great a distance from our own 
homes could be attended with no great

By this customary law 
so far as a general and alent prac- 
tice among the inhabitants could make 
such law—polyganty, practiced accord- 
inz to the rights and usages of the 
Mormon Church, or whatever their 
religious organization is called, was 
undoubtedly lawfol when the people 
inhabiting that country were orga-. 
nized into a Territory of the United 
States. This customary law could 
apply to no other inbabitants of the 
erritory who were not within the 
pale of that sect; but to those who.

It conld be changed as to that 
sect either by the Territorial rr yw 
ture or by an act of Congress. the 
suggestion now is that it is prohibited 
by the common law, the answer is 
two-fold. First, that the United 
States has no common law of its own, 
and that the common law can be in 
force in a Territory only by reason of 
its being specially enacted by Con-
